Randall  Thompson  was  born  in  New  York  City  in  1899.  A  Graduate  of  Harvard  and 
one  of  the  few  American  composers  to  have  held  both  the  Prix  de  Rome  and  Guggen¬ 
heim  Foundation  fellowships,  he  was  formerly  in  the  music  departments  of  Wellesley 
College  and  of  The  University  of  California,  taught  choral  classes  (1931-1932)  at  the 
Juilliard  School  in  New  York,  directed  the  choruses  of  the  Dessoff  Choirs,  and  made  a 
survey  of  College  Music  Study  under  the  auspices  of  the  Association  of  American  Col¬ 
leges.  In  September  1939,  he  was  appointed  Director  of  the  Curtis  Institute  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Pennsylvania — a  position  which  he  held  until  September  1942,  when  he  joined 
the  faculty  of  the  University  of  Virginia.  In  the  year  1946  he  was  appointed  to  the 
faculty  of  Princeton  University  as  Professor  of  Composition,  and  in  1948  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Professor  of  Music  on  the  faculty  of  his  Alma  Mater,  Harvard  University.
